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EDWARD ETERN'S MILLIUN,

Roconoiled to His Wife at the Last
and Providing for Her and for
His Onhlldren.

New York Menald

The death of Edward Stern at hias
apartmenta in the Homsn house
eatly on the moraing of Javuary 1
onded o life which was in muny re.
apects an excoptions! one. He has
baen slmonst constantly before the pub
lio eyo durlng the last fow years of
his life. He was born in one of the
Baltie provinces of Russia ln October,
1825, aud belog of good family was
iven o aniversity education and
lenrved to epoak, besldes his native
Ruoastan, the Polish, Tealian, French,
Spanieh, Germaa and Eoglish tonguoes,
He preferred of them all the Fronch,
snd  habitually  kepr hin  private
avcounts and wrote hia lotters in that
lavgusge, o did not long remaln 1a
his uative land after his majority, but
went to Eagland, where he ongaged in
varions speculative entorpriscs. He
matried an Eoglish lady, but was
soon divoreed frem her He came to
this country during the civil war and
became & member of the Produce Ex
change, where, as an operator ln hog
products, he was noted for his bold.
ness and energy.

He made money rapldly, lived in
princely etyle and after some years
went back to Pails, where hoe married
Mdllo, Aviral, s wealthy young lady;
but after a few years came another
suit for divorce, which for the time
furpished gossip foving Paris with a
sonsation, Pendlng the declslon of
tho case, Mrs. Stern died. While
abroad Mr., Stern watched some ex-
periments in the making of what is
known as “‘water gas,” or the dissool-
ation of water in the presence of some
hydrocarbon gas. He saw its possl-
bilitles, and, retorniog to this country
in 1876, organized the Municipal Gas
company for the making of the new
compouud in thls eclty. This proved
a very profitable step, and at the time
of his death he wae a director and
large shareholder In the concern. In
1877 he contracted a third marriage—
with the present Mras. Stern, a daogh-
ter of Jules A, Druilhet, of Madison
avenue. The couple resided abroad
and had four children, two of whom
ars yet living—a boy aged G and
giel of four  years. Tronble
arose between husband and
wife, and both the French tribunal
and the American court were resorted
to by Mr. and Mrs. Stern, a suit for
absolute divorce was brought by Mra,
Stern, and the details of the ocase fed
the ecandal-loving gosalps of this city
for n time, An accident of the case
wias oo encounter between tho irate
father in-law and Mr, Stern in front
of the Hoffinan House in Febraary
last, The health of Mr, Stern had
been failing of late yoars, and [t was
his habit to apend the winlors abroad
' one of the French watering places
He loved French eociety and French
mancers, and was an intimate friend
of Gsambetta and many prominent
leaders In French politics, It had
been his Intention to start for Parisin
November laat, but hia interest in the
Equitable Gaslight Company, of which
he was President, kept him here In
New York until he waa stricken down
with the compllcation of jaundice with
fever, which ended In his death.

Beveral weeks ago a complete recon-
clliation with his wife was brought
about, and she waas the most devoted
nurae to his death at 4 o'clock on
Mondsy morning last.  All sults
which were pending between them
were discontinued, aod he added a
oodicil to his will in her favor. He
knew that he was euflering from a
fatal (llnees, and early in DPocember,
speaking toa friend at his bedside,
said, ""Je mourerai au jour de l'en,”
and, true to his premonition, New
Year's day was his last, His will,
which waa opened at once by hia at-
torneys, the Coudert Brothers, waa
written in March last, with a codieil
in December, He loft no real estate
und his property ls mainly in interest-
bearing bonds or stocks of paying
corporations, He gave £10,000 to his
phyaician, Dr, Gastav Yourraille, and
£2 000 to Francols Fontaine, a valet
who had been in his service for many
years, To a sister resident In Berlin
he directa that an inccme of $1,000
per year be given, and to his widow,
while she remains such, an Income
of §4 000 per year. The remainder
of his property, which It is es:
timated will run up to §1,000,000, he
directa shall be invested for the benefit
of hia minor children, and at thelr
death to be divided among thelr living
lssue, The execntora and trustees
named are F, R Coundert, B M. C.
Graham and Charles Coudert, The
funeral will be held this morning at
St. Paul's Lutheran church, corner of
Fifteenth street and Six avenus, Mr,
Storn for some tlme held the post of
Russian yice consul at this port, but
roslgned the position a year sgo, He
was A man of remurkable epergy and
was very loxurious in his personsl
habits, He was an ardent dovotes of
games of ohance.

Just now all Mexico is alive with
excitement and eala day joys, for the
fiesta season ls atita height, L ko the
ltallan, Portoguiss, Spaniard and
other Latin races, the Mexican is
never happy unless enjoying himaolf,
and the llrghtest, pretext serves to me-
cure & holiday. What the Mardl Gras
and carnivals of other nations are to
them the fiesta season Is to the Mexi-
can, and that he folly enjoys himaself
I am thoroughly convinced. The
fiestas or nationa! holidays began
about two weeks ago and will continoe
some two weeks lovger. In company
with a friend I eallied out last even-
ing to visit the scenes of feativity and
general jollification, and shall sttempt
a description cf what I saw during
#10 night's short ramble through the
streots and plozas of a typical Mexi-
ean city. The night was dark and
gloomy, and the streets of Luredo are
gulltiess of gas or any othor illumin.
ator; so we were forced to feel our
way earcfully along the walls and to
walk slowly becanse of the numerous
pltfalls which abound, for know, doar
reader, that sidewalks wider than two
feet--and scarce at that--aro totally

Aund eo dlscussing these matters and
anathematizing the sidewalks and
Laredo's city fathers, we arrived upon
the main plazn, where the festa waa
belog held.
